islature in ratifying a federal consti- 
tutional amendment. 
, Such an amendment has been Initiat- 
•ed' by the Ohio Home Rule Association 
lh order to require a referendum vote on 
the federal prohibition amendment in 
case the legislature should ratify the 
proposal. 
It was attacked in the 
courts by the National Woman Suffrage 
Association on the ground that it is in 
Violation of the federal constitution. 
Should the amendment be adopted, a 
federal 
woman suffrage amendment 
also would have to be approved by ref- 
erendum vote should congress submit 
such and the legislature ratify it. 
.'The court held that.it was without 
authority to 'interfere with the proposed 
submission of the amendment to the

ABSENTEE PROVISION 


The work of the local draft Aboard- 
has Jjeen accentuated by the large h'um- 
ber of men who desire to register, be- 
cause they expect ot be absent-from the 
city on- Thursday of this -week, when 
the men between 18'and-45 years will 
"be called to the service. 
' In order that reports may be com- 
piled quickly and the number of men 
registering be ascertained. Adjutant 
General W. S. Pealer of Columbus has 
issued the following bulletin, instruct- 
ing registrants and clerks at the regis- 
tration booths: 
- - • 
In order to facilitate the preparation 
of Form 84 by each chief registrar at 
the close of the regiseration day, the 
draft board suggests tr.at the follow- 
ing method be pursued: Before the offi- 
cial hour set for the commencement of 
registration on September 12 let each 
chief registrar make up on a large 
sheet of paper, a tally sheet of Form 
84 and on this sheet let him place 38 
columns, one column each for entries 
one, 
two. three, five, six, nine, ten, 
eleven, twelve, thirteen, and 18 to 45 
inclusive, contained on the official re- 
port of registration form 84. After 
each individual man has been regis- 
tered a small check mark can be placed 
in these columns on the tally sheet and 
at the end of the day these check 
marks can be counted up very quickly 
and the entries can be transcribed on 
the official report of registration. Some 
o fthe .registrars In Columbus claim 
that on June 5, 1917 they made up an 
official report in half an hour by fol- 
lowing this .method. By employing this 
method,* it will save the registrars 
working late into the night, looking 
over each individual card and totaling 
up the figures for the various entries 
required on the official report of regis- 
tration.

' 2Cear Laflaux. around the bend in the 
line to the south of the bastion, the 
French made some further progress to 
the north of the town. 


The headway thus made in encircl- 


ing the St. Gobain positions constituted 
the most imiiortant feature of yester- 
day's o|>erations liecause of- the fact 
that the object ivv in this sector is un- 
questionably th«> German base at Loan.

Fuel Value of Coal Lessened. 


Careful estimates made by the di- 


rector of the bnrean of mines and 
his associates indicate that while last 
year's coal output of 600,000,000 tons 
will probably be Increased to 650,000,- 
000 tons this year, the effectiveness of 
this fuel will be equivalent to a pro- 
duction of normally prepared coal ag- 
gregating only 570.000,000 tons. The 
reason for this surprising discrepancy 
is that much of the coal is not being 
prepared with the usual care. It Is 
calculated that there Is 5 per cent 
more ash content In this year's coal 
than in that of previous years. In 
other words, approximately €00.000 
carloads of ash are being added to 
the burden borne by the railways. 


It has been shown that the Inclu- 


sion of 5 per cent more ash in the 
coal means a reduction in efficiency In 
the remaining good coal of 7% per 
cent. Stating the case another way. 
the total reduction In the coal's ef- 
fectiveness Is 12% per cent. 


Daylight Saving Worked Well. 


In the United Kingdom during the 


four and a half months that daylight 
saving was practiced In 1916. it Is 
claimed that the wiving In gas alone 
conserved 200.000 tons of coal. The 
rsprnses to consumers were reduced 
by £2.375,000. Electric light com;»an- 
les reported a reduction of about 20 
per cent. 


In France fuel lined for illumlnat* 


lag purposes was 10 per cent less af- 
ter the daylight saving program was 
adopt ed. 


In Germany the Berlin municipal 


pas works reported In May nnd June 
of W16 a decrease of 508.500 cuWc 
meter*.

"Up in the Air with the Marines," 
the sensational aviation series featured 
in Lyman H. Howe's newest Travel 
Festival, at the Auditorium theatre to- 
night and tomorrow night, shows the 
training of the flying cadet in inter- 
esting .fashion.

other supplies. Every time a lazy or 
mouthy soap box orator puts over a 
strke in a war plant, more of pur boys 
must give up their lives n the trenches 
The people who are 
giving up their 


boys, and those who are making busi- 
ness sacrifices for American principle, 
won't stand much more of that kind of 
thing. 


The I. W. W. leaders should realize 


that the American people are determin- 
ed to put this war through. Those who 
feel they must protest can find coun- 
tries still neutral where they can ex- 
press their pacifist ideas without inter- 
ference. 


Most of the great labor organizations 


are giving hearty support for the war. 
It did not take the leaders long to see 
that democracy can never be possible 
until the Kaiser and war lords are put 
down. 


But the I. W. W. lias had very un-

EDUCATING SOLDIERS. 


One of the big problems of the war 


was opened up for public discussion 
with the announcement that the gov- 
ernment 
will undertake to give some 


further education to young men who 
will be called to army service under 
the new man power bill. Young men 
who had expected to go to school or 
college this fall are told by the war 
dipartmi'iit to do so, and their educa- 
tion until they are called to the camps 
will be paid for at government ex- 
pense. 


It is manifest that if all the young 


men 18 to L'l years of age should set 
out that they were going to college 
this fall at government expense, 
the 


college would not have teachers enough 
to instruct them or buildings enough 
for them to live in. 


This may not be a practical question 


this fall. 
Only those who have been 


preparing 'or college would be able to 
pass college examinations. But if the 
war should continue a few years, a 
great number of boys, on being promis- 
e 1 one or two years of college educa- 
tion at government expense, would take 
college preparatory 
courses, .so that 


they would completely swamp the fa- 
cilities ol" these colleges. 


Yet it" the government cleans 
the 


young men out of the colleges and puts 
them into training camps, the country 
will suffer for years from the lack of 
highly trained men. Something must 
be done at least to get 
scientifically 


trained experts who can handle produc- 
tion and military problems. 


It would be a fine 
and 
generous 


ideal if the government could enlarge 
its public school system so as to supply 
the higher technical and literary train- 
ing. But the cost would be so enorm- 
ous that it is not likely to be done dur- 
ing 
this 
generation. 
But it will be 


strange if this experiment does not re- 
sult in some scheme to make scientific 
and technical education 
more 
easily 


accessible to boys who are not able to 
afford it.
